In spite of all that has been said about 
tho satisfactory ventilation ot the Mont 
Cenis tunnel, it is reported that the loco- 
motive engineers have to wear mouth 
pieces attached to reservoirs I'f fresh air 
while traversing it. 

A new process of preserving moat has 
been introduced in England, in which, 
instead of steeping tlie carcass in im an- 
tiseptic, the preservative chomicalj bor- 
acic acid, introduced into the live ani- 
mal, and by tho action of the heart is 
sent through tlio blood vessels and capil- 
laries into every part of tho liod}'. The 
animal is first stunned, whereupi;ii its 
left jugular vein is laid baie and tho 
liquid injected, after which it takes about 
t,wo minutes for it to go through the 
whole vascular ayatein. iVIeat treated in 
this way can he [iiescrvod at ordinary 
Bunnner teniperalure for live ov si.x 
weeks.

'"^ THE CIIANNEL TUXNEL^^ 

In the near future — s.\v twenty year.s 
or .so hcnce-T-tlie average J-'iiglisliman 
will smile at the opposition the greit 
[irojcct of Iho channel tnnnt'l is now 
meeting. Viewed as an engineering 
a<'conii)Uslimeftt the worlt. would be the 
most stupendous ever undertaken on 
earth. Looked at as a coininercial en- 
terprise, it would be one of t!:o most 
prolitable. From a military point of 
view, however, the tunnel is regarded 
as calculated to destroy England's insu- 
lar {losition. Sir Garnet Woiscloy 
and other distinguished military au- 
thorities have ' condemned the work, 
and although Sir Frederick Roberts 
and other equally distinguished au- 
thorities are of a difleront opinion, tiie 
British aovernment have ortloretl o[)i'r- 
ntions to cease and have closed the 
the works. What possible danger from 
invasion could result from the con 
structionofa tunnel that miL;hi ho 
flooded ia a few moments or blown iiji 
in an instant commercial men and rail- 
way engineers are unable to uiulcr- 
stand. It is admitted on all sides that 
the tunnel would confer great commer- 
cial benefits upon the empire; but the 
old country's love of isolation cannot 
bo overcome by possible commercial 
advantages. Undoubtedly in Eng 
land's insularity lies the great .secret of 
her power and glory; but with steam, 
electricity and dynamite at her com- 
mand a .successful invasion of tlie 
country through the tunnel would bean 
impossibility. The great project may 
be stilled for a time; but the public 
needs will eventually outweigh every 
other consideration, and men now en- 
tering their majority will live to sec 
the tunnel an accomplished fact. I^ord 
PALMKiiSTO.N'.'i attempt to prevent the 
building of the Suez Canal is now 
universally admitted to have been a 
mistake. Gladstone's more success- 
ful effort to prevent the construction 
of the Channel tunnel will soon come 
^to jbe oqiuaUjr'^gairded as a blunder. 

AN A TL ANTIC FERE Y VTA NEH - 
FOUNDLAND. 

The rapid prosecution of the works of 
the now railway across Newfoundland has 
brought into viqw the possibility of sluu t- 
ening by aomething like a thousand miles 
the length of the sea voyage between En- 
rope and America. Indeed, the Ameri- 
can firm of contractors who have under- 
taken the construction of the railway from 
St. John's to the west coast arc already 
endeavoring to secure the co-operation of 
the authorities of both tlio Dominion of 
Canada and the Island of Newfoundland 
in organizing a system by whicli trains 
from'St. John's to the station at the wes- 
tern tonninus of the Neivfumidliind Rail- 
way may be there taken on b(jard a steam- 
er specially constructed for the [)ui|)()se, 
and carried across to the opposite coast of 
Cape Breton Island, whence a short 
branch-line would connect with the u liole 
of the system of railway in Canada an<l 
the United States. The necessity of a 
bridge across the Gut of Canso, which di- 
vides Cape Breton Island from the main- 
land of Nova Scotia, would bo the only 
difliculty in the way of carrying out this 
scheme; but such a bridge woidd present 
no greater engineering difficulties than 
the splendid railway bridge across the St. 
Lawrence at Montreal. The steamers 
which would liavo to be employed to car- 
ry tlio train across the mouth of the St. 
Lawrence have long been in use on the 
great lakes for carrying the trains to and 
from the Canadian and American railway 
systems, and their construction for, and 
navigation in, the proposed new service 
would bo a matter of no difficulty. If this 
scheme is carried out the sea voyage be- 
tween Queenstown and any part of Cana- 

■ da or the States will be sliortened by at 
least 1,000 mile?, and the most dilliciiU 
and tedious parts of the voyage, in whicli 
foga are usually most prevalent, would be 
avoided. The reduction of the sea voy- 
age would mean a saving of something 
like three d.iys in the time taken in the 
trajosport of mails and merchandiso be- 

'"^tVeen New York and Queenstown, while 
the commercial relations of Newfound- 
land with tlie whole of Canadaand Europe 
would be multiplied indefinitely. Tliere 
is, no doubt, a great future in litore for 
Newfoundland, and the railw.iy will con- 
fer inestimable advantoges upon the Uo- 
iony. If this great work can be utilised 
in the manner suggested as a link in the 
lino of communication between Europe 
and America, it will prove itself not only 
of Colonial, but of Imperial and world- 
wide advantage.

PBESEITTZMEITT. 

Singular Caso of Second Sight Two 
Conturios Ago. 

The " llucoi'ds of Weatmiiibter ' cmi- 
tain the foUowhig: Tuesday, May 12, 1087. 
— This day the weather came south west 
a little tibout throe o'clock P.M., and 
about fuur we anchored in Maiisoii lload, 
and thore fmnul on the mad Caiitaiii H:u- 
naby. Captain liristow and Caiitain Krown, 
.all of them bciniid fur Lo.saaria, to load. 
13tli May — Thi.s day, about ten o'clock in 
the afternoon, I went on board of Captain 
Biiniaby s ship, and about two o'clock in 
the afternoon we weighed anchor and 
sailed all of us for the Island of Lesaaria, 
tho wind was north-northwest and better 
weather. 14th May — About two o'clock 
we saw the Island of Lossaria, nnd about 
seven we came to an anchor off the said 
Island in twelve fnthoms wiiter; then we 
were west-south- west. 

15th jMay — We had the obscrvatinii of 
Mr. Booty this day. landlVIr. Ball, mer- 
chant, wont on shore in Capt. Hariiaby's 
boat to .shoot coneys upon Shumbalon and 
when we luul done we called all our men 
together by us, and about 3.44 in the af- | 
tcrnoon to our great surprise, we all of ns i 
saw two men running toward ns with such 
swiftness that no living man could i nn I 
half so fast .as they did run when all of us 
heard Capt. Barnaby say Lord bless me, 
the formoat is old Booty, my ne.xt door 
neighbor, but he said he did not know 
the other that ran beliind. Ho was in 
black clothes, and the fonno.st in grey, 
theit Capt. Barnaby desired all of us to 
take an account (jf tho time and pen it 
down incur pocket booka, and when we 
got on board wc wrote it down in our 
journals, for we .saw them into the llames 
of fire, .and there was a great noise, which 
greatly afrightcd us all, for we mine of tin 
never saw or heard the like before. Capt. 
Barnaby aaid he was certain who it was 
we saw running over Shiitnbton and into 
the tlainea of firo. Then coming home to 
England, and lying at Gravcsend. Cajit. 
Barn.aby'a wife came on board Otli Octo- 
ber, 1C87, at which time Capt. iiarnaby 
and Capt. Brown sent for Capt. Bristow 
and Mr. Ball merchant, to congratulate 
with them, and after aomo discourse Capt. 
Barnaby 's wife started up and said my 
dear, I will tell you some news, old Booty 
is dead. Ho directly made answer that 
we, all of us, saw him run into hell. Af- 
terward Capt. J5:u-naby'a wife told a 
gentleman in London of his acf|uaintance, 
wh.at her husband had said, and he went 
and told Mrs. Booty the whole aiiair. 
Upon that i\Ir. Booty arrested Capt. Bar- 
naby, in a thousand pound action, for 
what he had said of her husband. Capt. 
Barnaby gave bail, and it came to a trial 
in the Court of King's Bench, and they 
had Mr. Booty's wearing apparel brought 
into court. 

Tho sexton of the pariah and all the 
the people that were with liiin when he 
died awor to what tiino ho died, and wc 
swor to our journals, and it came to the 
same time within two minutes. Ten of 
our men swor to the buttons of his coat, 
and they were covered with the same sort 
of cloth his coat was made' of j imd so it 
Wiis passed.

Horae slock is now qudted fifty per 
cent, higher in all our markets thtui it 
was five years ago. The rapid settlement 
of tlio vast country east of the Rockies 
has caused a scarcity in Oregon and 
Washington. The exports, eastward 
principally, to Wyoiuint; tiie present year 
IS put at 10,000. Of course tills includes 
breeding stock or the iierds aa they run. 
Of cattle the number is put at 1-10,0U0; 
sheep, 200,000. 

The large immigration to Oregon and 
Washington, causing the opening up of a 
largo area of wlieatland, calls fur incn^iis- 
ed horao stock, and breeders find ready 
sale for all good lioraes. In view of 
this WO are gratified to find our own 
stock farmers trying to improve the 
quality. Mr. Barnard has imported two 
v«ry fine animals for Ids own herds, 
which are said to conijjrise GOO animals 
of .ill ages. It is his intention to move 
tlio greater part to the Bow River 
country. Mr, Vornon is improving his 
stock, having imported two large and 
very fine animals. Mr. Harper, aino a 
largo breeder, has about 400 of a'l ages. 
His importations consist of two fine 
horses, a largo Spanish jack that came 
from Barcelona, Spain, and a Maltese 
jnnot, both costly animals. Others, no 
doubt, will pay inoro attention to horses 
than heretoforo. WJiilo notice is called 
to cattle and their probable increased 
value, nioro attention will bo paid to tlie 
improYoment pf atook, Mr,Ifarper having 
brought in seven thoroughbred bulls by 
the last boivt^^

The Chief .liistice remarked that Mr.

Mr. .Johnson said he had consulted 
with some of his clients respecting the 
alleged eniu's, and they had come to the 
conclusion that it would be ruinous t{) 1 
undo all I liat hail been done, that none i 
of the [larties wi?rc willing to bear the ] 
expense, and that the errors were i.ot so | 
important as had been alleged. He I 
therefore opposeil the order upon the 
grounds : First, that it was not mtide 
on tho api)lication of any party to the 
action, but was opposed by all the par- 
ties. Second, that by an order in Cham- 
bers made witiioiit evidence it reverses a 
decree of the court made upon evidence. 
Third, that it ignores the right of parties 
to be represented by solicitors and coun- 
sel, and the'' privilege of solicitors and 
counsel to represent parties. 'Fourth, 
that it brings the suit to a deadlock. 

Hon. .Justice (iray considered that >.!r. 
.Johnson's application was a reasonable 
and ju.st one. He then explained the 
nature of the case and the circumstances 
connected with such a complicated suit. 
The registrar had discoveretl during the 
time that tho estate was being wound up 
that a very serious mistake had been 
made in the measurement of the estate in 
question, so that a considerable lo.ss 
would accrue to several of tho claimants. 
He thought the whole suit would have lo 
1)0 I'ooponod. 

Mr. .Johnson stated that at present 
none of the parties entitled to portions of 
the estaFo could convey, mortgage, or in 
any way derive benefit from the property 
that had been left by tho late Caiit. Mc- 
Neill. 

Hon. Justice (ir.ay contonded that it 
would have been entirely wrong to have 
forced a sale of this property three or four 
years ago when it was worth but little. 
Now it was wofth much 'more. 

The Chief Justice remarked that per- 
if property continued to increase iu 
value it might eventually pay law ox- 
poiisgs, 

Mr. Johnson explained that the alleged 
errors were not so serious as had been ro- 
(U'esented and his clients were unwilling 
to open up the whole case as by so doing 
it would be ruinous to tho estate. His 
deaivp was to close tlie suit so that his 
clients could deal with their claims as well 
as to recover costs. Ho thought all tho 
plaintitl's would accept tho plan that luid 
been produced and rather than reopen 
the suit and supiily money for so doing 
they would abandon tho wliolo estate.
